phrases  the  passage  thus,  “  Excejit  ye  (the  nation 
of  the  Jews)  repent,  your  state  shall  be  destroyed,” 
w  bieh  was  literally  fulfilled  at  the  close  of  the  le¬ 
gal  dispensation.  The  evident  meaning  of  the 
phrasi*  is,  then,  that  if  the  Jew  s  did  not  repent  of 
their  sins,  and  turn  unto  righteousness,  break  off 
their  evil  and  abominable  practices,  and  serve  the 
one  living  and  true  God,  they  should  be  destroyed, 
ar.d  that  without  remedy.  And  that  there  should 
be  a  similarity  betw  een  their  destruction,  and  that 
of  the  Galileans,  and  also  of  those  ujion  whom  the 
tower  of  Siloam  fell. 

.Such  was,  literally,  the  fate  of  this  unhappy 
people.  For  after  they  had  rejected  the.  Me.'<siah, 
and  killed  the  Prince  of  life,  agreeably  to  the  pre¬ 
diction  of  the  Saviour,  they  were  subdued  by  the 
Romans — their  city  laid  waste — their  temple  burn¬ 
ed,  and  they  themselves  destroyed  by  the  edge  of 
the  sword,  famine  and  pestilence,  so  that  the  num¬ 
ber  slain  in  Jerusalem  and  its  neighboring  cities, 
according  to  Josephus,  w'as  about  one  million 
I  three  hundred  and  fifty  seven  thousand;  besides 
I  those  who  were  carried  away  cafitives  into  all  na- 
I  lions.  Thus  were  this  people  destroyed,  or  dis- 
I  persed  to  the  four  ipiarters  of  the  earth,  to  become 
a  by-word  among  all  nations.

'  tween  their  destruction  and  that  of  the  Galileans, 
land  of  those  upon  whom  the  lower  in  Siloam  fell. 

I  For,  saith  Dr.  .4dani  Clarke,  when  Jerusalem  was

,  I  would  nut  be  undcr.-tood  lo  s;iy,  that  all  men 
shall  not  receive  punishment  for  their  sins,  or 
I  that  repentance  is  not  necessary.  For  no  doctrine 
1  is  more  plainly  taught  in  the  Scriptures,  than  that 
j  God  “will  by  no  means  clear  the  guilty.”  “  For 
I  untohim  belongcih  mercy,  for  he  rendereih  to  every 
!  man  according  to  Ins  works.”  “  Tribulation  and 
J  anguish  upon  every  soul  of  man  that  doelh  evil,  of 
]lhe  Jew  first,  and  also  of  the  (Tcntile — but  glory, 

!  honor  and  peace,  lo  every  man  that  worketh  good, 

;  lothe  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Gentile.  For  there 
is  no  t  espect  of  persons  with  God.”

Furtlierniore,  we  have  bad  falbers  alter  || 
the  llesb,  wbo  eoireeled  us,  and  we  g:ive  them  rc- 
verenee;  sball  we  not,  niucb  rallier  lie  in  siibjee- 1 
tion  nniDtbe  K:il!ierors|iirIts:md  Hnl-  !  I'or  tbev, 
verily,  for  a  few  days  (  hastened  iisaficr  their  o\vn 
jileasnre,  but  he  llir  onr  prolii,  tliat  we  iiiigbl  be 
jiariaUers  of  Ids  holiness.

Il  is  from  ilie  work 
whose  title  is  ciiioled  below,*  liy  Dr.  Siitiib,  tbe 
author  of ‘  Divine  Gaveriimcnl.’’

It  is  tmalogons  to  the  ordina¬ 
ry  mode  in  wbicb  tbe  linman  mind  nrrives  nt  dis- 
coN’er’.’,  tlnii  men's  minds  sboiibl  btive  ;m  imper¬ 
fect  ec'ineejiiion  of  an  unknown  triitli,  before  some 
one  mind  sees  it  in  its  eomplelenc  ss  tmd  fully  dis¬ 
closes  it.  Htiving,  iiboiit  ibo  yetir  lli'iO,  siieeeeded 
in  e()m]delelv  line  itig  the  circle  in  wbicb  tbe  blood 
moves,  and  iniving  at  that  lime  collccli'd  all  the 
evidence  of  the  tael,  with  it  rare  degree  of  pbilo- 
.'.iltbical  |■.l|■beilr;M!ee,  Harvey  still  spent  no  less 
lli.in  eight  vetirs  in  re-examining  l!ie  siihjee  1,  tind  in 
maiiiriiig  the  proof  of  every  point.  1  eliuc  he  ven- 
inred  to  spetik  of  il  in  piddle.  'i’he  lirief  tract, 
whieli  at  length  he  piddislied,  w  ;is  wiiileii  w  ilh  ex¬ 
treme  simplic  ily,  c  learness  nnd  perspieniiy,  and 
lias  hecii  jusily  e  htiraeteriscd  as  one  of  the  iiiO'l 
ndmirable  extiniples  of  a  series  of  argiimeiils  de- 
diieed  from  oliserv.'ilioii  and  experitiieni,  that  eve  r 
apjieareil  on  any  siiliject.

I’eibaps  during 
ibosi'  eigbi  years  of  re-examination,  ii,e  diseovc  ler 
of  the  cireuliiiion  sometimes  endeiivon  d  in  imtigi- 
inition  to  tiiiee  the  cireel  wide  b  the  siii|>end(ins  fact, 
at  tlie  knowledge  of  wbicb  be  bad  :iMived,  would 
bave  on  tile  progress  of  liis  fjix  onte  seic-iiee  ;  and  il 
maybe,  the  hope  tmd  tbe  expecttMioli  oeetisiciiitdlv 
tirci.'i*  ilint  till'  iiiesiimtible  l.c  iielii  Im  w  tis  til  ciuf  to 
confer  on  bis  Ic'llow-men  wool  1  sec  ure  lo  bint  'om<- 
jiortion  (if  ibeir  es|i cm  .and  eoniideiiee.

His  enemies  saw  in  bisirtn  t  iioiliiiig  but 
indii'iiiioiis  of  a  presmiipinoas  mind  tbal  dared  it> 
(■till  in  ipiestion  llie  revered  tinilioriiy  of  the  an- 
eieiiis;  and  some  of  tiiem  saw.  moreover,  imlicii- 
ticiiisofti  tiiiiligiiaiil  iiiiiid,  tbal  (oii(ei\ed  and  de- 
fendi  d  doctrines,  w  bicb,  if  not  cbec  kcd,  would  uii- 
dermiiie  the  very  foiindtitioiis  ol'  moitdiiy  and  reli¬ 
gion.  W’ben  tbe  evldeiiee  of  liie  tnilb  be  c  tune  ir- 
rc  sisiible,  ilien  these  I'crsoiis snddenlv  imiicd  round 
and  said,  ibat  il  was  till  known  belere,  and  ibiil  ilu- 
sole  merit  of  ibis  vtmnted  discox  en  r  eoiisisli  d  in 
btiviiig  eirenltileil  tbe  c  irciilaiioii.  'I'iie  |iim  w  t'.s  ni  t 
ftiltil  to  the  fninre  lame  of  ibis  trnis  grctilmtin,  nor 
even  to  tbe  gradual  ibongb  slow  reinrnol'lbe  jnildic 
coiilidenee  even  (luring  bis  own  lime.  Icir  be  lived 
to  i.llain  the  summit  of  repnitilicin.'' 

Aller  retidiiig  tmd  relleetiiig  iipcni  this  iiioniriu 
ol'bisiory,  it  occurred  lo  me  to  refer  to  the  l  ages 
Ol'lbe  pbilosopbie  bisimitiii  of  F.ngitind  to  learn  bis 
tn  coniil  ol  ibis  great  discoverv  and  tbe  di'coxeier. 
He  says,  ‘’it  wti'  temarked,  tbal  no  plivsieittn  in 
Kiircipe,  wbo  Inid  retiebed  //cnc.s  nf  iiuc, 

ever,  lo  the  end  of  bis  life,  tido|iled  llarxey's  doe- 
trine  of  tbe  ( ircnltition  of  tl>e  blood,  tmd  tluet  bis 
praeliee  in  London  dimiiiislied  exiremelv,  from 
the  rcproaeli  drawn  upon  him  by  ilitit  grent  nnd 
signal  discox  cry.  .'■^oslow  is  tbe  progress  of  iruib 
ill  every  science,  even  wben  not  oppose  cl  by  ftie- 
liiHisorsiipersiiiioiis  prejiidiees !”  W't  bave  liadoci- 
cti'ioti  to  make  a  similar  remark  as  to  tlie  tnlnii'^- 
sion  or  tidopiioii  of  new  Iriitbs  bv  persons  “  uiin  hurl 
n  III  hill  fori  If  jjcurs  of  c/gc.”  W'bal  pbysleiaii 
above  that  age  evei  tidopli  d  or  aiiproveil  ol  ilic- 
sii  iboscopi — one  ol'lbe  gretites.t  im|irox ements  in 
medicine?  who  above  tbal  age,  ex  er  did  ollierwise 
ibtin  scotrai  the  Inilhs  of  IMirenoIogx  ?  xxiiat  far¬ 
mer  aliove  I  bat  age,  ever  adopte  d  the  late  im¬ 
provements  in  agrienlinre  or  tigrienlfnral  iniple- 
menls  ?  'I'lie  ilistoverers  or  expounders  of  new 
xiews  may  lenrii  frumsiieii  bistorietil  ftici.s,  or  ficim 
IK  cairrences  williiti  ibeir  cixvn  obserx  aiion,  xvitli 
xvliom  they  tire  most  likely  to  succeed.  Let  such 
reliect  and  lake  ad vanlage  of  the  le.s.sons  ibus 
taugbl  llieiii.  b'rom  ibtr  junior  portion  c.f  ibeir 
oxvn  generation  or  from  the  next  generation,  may 
fomc,  xvbo  tliink  out  of  the  iisnal  routine,  pre¬ 
sume  to  expect  tbe  applictition  due  lo  tlieir  1110- 
lixcs,  talents,  and  eiiarailer.  It  is  remarked  by 
some,  llnil  Coxvley,  the  poet,  iboiigb  extremely 
eorrtipled  in  taste  and  manners,  “was  miielitncire 
praised  and  admired  during  bis  life  lime,  and 
celebrated  after  bis  clealb,  tban  the  great  Milton.” 
What,  tlicn,  bave  some  of  ibis  generation  to  ex¬ 
pect  ? 

Tlic  following  anecdote  see.’iis  so  ajrrofws  to  tl«i 
piirjKise,  lliat,  lliough  perlin|i.s  more  in  its  proper 
|ilaec  in  a  newspnjier,  it  may  not  be  misplaced 
here.  A  genilemah  who  bad  tested  and  recotn- 
manded  gypsum  at  a  manure,  told  his  nervanl  to 
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spread  a  saiail  (luautiiy  el'it  secrelly  iij>on  aa  ad-  . 

piece  of  snnfoin,  belonging  to  an  old  far- ^ 
nier,  v.dio  velienienlly  decried  it.  Tlie  crop  pro¬ 
ved  surprisiinglv  abundant  on  tlial  spot  to  wliieli 
the  gypsum  had  l)een  applied,  but  upon  di-eover- 
in^  its  occasion,  ibe  ol(|  man,  instead  of  profiting 
bv  l!ic  cir(  iimstance,  grew  peevish,  and  wondered 
whv  liis  neighbor  slionld  liave  taken  tin*  lilierty  of 
spreadimr  bis  new-fangleil  manure  over  Ids  san- 
foin,  v\  !d<  h.  for  aiiglii  he  knew,  niicht  do  more 
harm  lh:m  cood.  'I'he  laugh,  however,  going 
against  him,  he  determiuetl  tr,  get  rid  of  it  by 
breaking  up  the  sanliiin  and  sowing  peas,  when, 
behold!  thev  also  rose  in  pnigment  agtiiiist  him, 
so  evidently  on  the  gypstimtil  |iart,  that  In;  was 
constrained,  I'mnuh  rilurtinilhi,  to  :i(dvno'vledge , 
thtit  “it  ser  uied  good  stull’’’i  ji<f  hi-  iriis  never 
I'lniini  tifleiirdi  'l  to  Itiii  a  l/ii^lirl  of  it  on  his  land  ! 

'fhe  tnen  oi'  tliis  generatioti  whose  ch.iracter 
will  be  revered  atid  retiiemliered  by  those  ot  tlu- 
next,  will  be,  1.  ^I'hose  wbo  eagerly,  tirdenlly 
pnisue  after  truth — those  who  love  her  more  than 
father,  mother,  or  other  friends — who  resolutely 
seareh  liir  her  its  Hu  her  hid  treasures — men  who 
like  Calvin,  impdre  not  what  was  the  opitiion  ol 
Jeromr,  but  what  is  truth?  'rhose  who  make 
great  •■xertioiis,  and  greiit  sacrilices  in  the  prose- 
♦rution  or  del’eiice  of  the  truth.  ^Po  pursue  and 
e.vtablish  truth  fiefpieiitly  rcipdies  vigorous  elliirts 
tri'  the  intellect,  aitd  heroic  courage  to  despise  the 
pains  and  pciuiliies  whirdi  bigotry  inflicts  on  those 
who  disturb  her  letideti  reign.  Almost  all  the  dis¬ 
coverers  atiil  di'(  iples  ol  new  v  iews  atiil  new 
truths,  h.ave  been  suHi  rcrs  in  consctpiciice,  o. 
'I'hosc  whodi'vtite  tbcirtiim'  .and  t.aleins  totiieml- 
vancement  and  a.mdioiiition  of  the  humati  fandly. 
Such  .itiiy  be  misrcpresctited  by  their  cotempo¬ 
raries,  but  posterity  will  be  just  to  their  motives 
•and  deserts.  Let  us  till  strive  llirthc  aitprovtil 
of  do  1,  conscietira'  titul  posterity.

If  I  sutaaaal  in  throwing  any  , 
light  upon  this  siibjci  i,  ;md  advanr  e  tliose  idetis ' 
which  will  enahh,’  otlu  rs  to  tamiplctr'  the  triumph 
of  truth  over  error,  itty  olijcct  will  lie  acaomidish- 
ral.  M'liiil  then  should  be  understood  by  the  .aridi-  , 
angel,  who  contended  with  t  he  dev  il  about  the  body 
of  .^loses  /  May  vve  not  understand  the  charae- i 
ter  named  in  Datdel  X  :  LI, :?!,  :md  xii :  1  ?  If  so, 
wiiat  mossiaiger,  or  .angel  is  tiu're  inteiideil  ?  I’y 
an  examin.ationof  the  .‘sr  ripinres,  vve  tin-  taught  that 
the  vvaird  angel  h.is  various  signiKciitious.  This 
itiduced  C’altnet  to  observe,  that  “the  wonl  angei 
is  taken  rather  as  a  nameofotlice  thtm  of  nature; 
a  messenger,  an  agent,  an  raivoy,  a  deputy  ;  first, 
IK'rsonally  taken,  he  who  pcrh.rms  the  will  of  a 
superior;  second,  impersonally  ttiken,  'htit  whicl. 
pr-rforms  the  will  of  a  superior.’’ 

1.  Personally  taken,  the  word  angel  denotes  a 
human  messc.iiger;  for  itist.atice,  2  Samuel  ii ;  5, 
“And  Diivid  sent  messengers  (iicb.  angels)  to 
.lahesli-giletid.’’  “  A  wicked  messenger  (angel) 
failetli  int(»  evil.”  Prov.  xiii :  17.  “1  settd  mv  | 

nR*ssenge-r  (my  atigel)  befiire  thy  ftice.’’  M.atf.  xi  ; 
10.  “And  when  the  messengers  (angels)  of  .loim 
were  departed.”  Luke  vii:  :2  l.  “  A'e  retreived  me  i 
as  an  angel  of  God,  as  Christ  .Festis,  the  prime  mes- 1 
senger  from  G«hI  to  imiii.”  “It  seems,  however,! 
oertain,  from  the  Scriptures  cpiotcd,  and  from  many  j 
ulJiers,  that,  personally  taken,  the  st^nse  of  a  mes-.l 
■eager,  or  one  deputed  to  art  for  .him,  is  the  genu-j 
to*  idea  of  the  word  angel,  both  in  the  Old  aiul  in  j 
:1m  N«vt,  Teitamrut.  Htnct,  iherefort,  Qh|rUt,V 


Jesus  may  well  be  called  ‘the  angel  of  God,’  he 
being  eminently  the  tlcpuly  from  God  to  man ;  the  li 
grciit  angel  of  the  f«)venant,  Mai.  iii :  1,  the  agent 
ot'  Goil.”  If,  then,  Christ  .lesiis  be  the  aiigtd  ol 
God  in  an  eminent  degree, why  may  he  not  be  the, 
Mic  hael  spoken  of  in  Daniel, and  our  text  ?  When 
vve  Consider  tlie  (di.irticter  ami  mission  of  our  Sa- ' 
vioiir,  atid  the  important  conseipiences  of  his  em- 
b.assy,  there  can  be  no  imjiropriety  in  calling  him 
the  ediit  f  of  messengers  from  (jod  to  m:m.  ’Phe 
ollici;  of  .lesus  Ciirist  is  acknowledged  to  be  supe¬ 
rior,  in  every  respect,  to  tiny  other  ever  eonferreil 
by  God  upon  any  cn'.-ited  being. 

1  lav  ing  suggested  that  the  Lord  .lesus  Christ  may 
be  the  !irchangei  whocontended  with  thedev  il  about 
the  body  ol'  Moses,  let  us  in(|uire,  seconilly,  what 
are  vve  to  uml(‘rstand  bv  the  word  devil  ?  This 
word,  like  that  of  iingel,  has  several  signilications  ; 
the  most  common  ot  which  is  an  jid versa ry. — 
When  taken  personally,  it  m.ay  signil'v  anopposer, 
an  enemy;  imptrsoinilly,  tlmt  vvhieii  opposes,  the 
principle  of  evil.  Most  of  the  Jews  were  opposers 
of  our  Lord,  and  even  some  of  his  disciples  he 
called  jidversaries,  when  they  denied  his  name  to 
obtiiiii  fiivor  of  the  Jews.  If  vve  take  the  word 
devil  in  Jude  persontdlv,  mtiy  it  not  apjilv  to  the 
Jc'ws,  or  more  particuliirlv  to  the  Jewish  high 
priest,  who  was  an  adversary,  an  opjio.-icr,  and  ti  ca¬ 
lumniator  of  our  Lord  and  his  Gospel;  but  ii  we 
take  it  impersonally,  may  it  not  ajiply  to  the  spirit 
of  evil,  w  liieli  worked  in  these  ( hihlren  (,f  disobc*- 
dience.  I'or  myself,  1  (onsider  the  high  priest  of 
the  Jews  to  be  the  devil,  or  adversary  with  vv  horn 
our  Saviour,  the  archangel,  contendeil  about  the 
body  i)f  Moses. 

We  will  inipiirt*,  thirdly,  about  thebodvof  Mu¬ 
se-,  vv  hit  h  was  the  subjecl  of  (ontention.  That 
eitln  r  Michat.d,  or  the  <!evil,  vvoulil  consiih  r  the 
literal  body  of  Moses  an  object  worthy  of  (onten- 
tion,  appears  not  only  improbtible,  but  altogether 
incredible.  Nor  are  vve  under  the  necessity  of  be¬ 
lieving  such  an  idea.  Allowing  that  our  former 
snggestiotis  are  corrcti,as  to  the  parties  conn  rued 
in  tin;  contention,  we  may  conclude,  that,  by  the 
body  of  Moses  was  inleiuh'd  that  in  vv  hit  h  Moses 
was  most  ileeply  conct  rued — the  ceremonies  and 
in-iiiutions  of  the  Jewish  l.uwgivcr.  'J'his  inter¬ 
pretation,  is  certidnly  consistent  with  the  instruc¬ 
tion  ol  our  Lord;  tiir,  on  more  than  one  oct  tisioti, 
did  he  reprove  them  (the  chief  priests  and  scribes) ! 
I  because  of  their  rigid  adherence  to  certain  tradi- : 
tionary  customs,  while  they  omitted  tin  wt  ighticr 
tiialters  of  the  imn  td  l.uvv;  such  as  justice,  merev, 
and  faith.  Upon  the  iutiodnction  (!f  the  (Jospel, 
and  the  establishment  of  our  Lord’s  reign,  all  iho.-e  j 
types  iiinl  shtidovvs  of  the  ceremonial  disjieiisation  j 
were  useless;  the  object  for  which  they  we  re  in¬ 
stituted  hc'ing  fulfilled  in  the  sacrifice  of  Jc'sus' 
Christ.  Hence,  it  heing  known  to  the  Jews,  tluit, ' 
as  success  attended  the  cause  of  Christ,  so  the 
dc-truclion  of  their  institutions  br  eaiiic  the  more 
certiiiii.

And  it  will  he  ret  (illectcd.  th;it  the  jier- 
secutions  :md  tdllictions,  which  our  Lord  stdl'ert  d, : 
originated  i>rincip!illy  I'nitii  this  (juarier.  Whv,! 
then,  imiy  we  not  siijiposc  that  our  S:iv  iour  co:i- 
letidedwith  the  Jewish  high  priest,  vvlio  was  .-in; 
tidvcrstiry  to  him  titid  his  instructions,  about  the  i 
bodv,  or  eeremonial  institutions,  of  I^loses. 


ilieted  uiHrn  the  accu-ed.  ^'Ueh  were  the  piovi- 
sions  of  the  law  of  his  country.  And,  when  we 
take  all  the  r ircunistances  into  consideration,  when 
vve  relied  upon  the  many  dirtieultics  with  which 
our  J..ord  was  surrounded — the  eagerness  of  the 
Jews  to  destroy  his  life  and  his  doctrine — and, 
morcfiver,  the  evide  nr  (•  which  he  intended  to  leave 
for  the  conlirmation  of  his  Gospel,  as  well  tis  the 
principles  of  his  kingdom  atid  government  ;  we 
mtiy  easily  perceive,  why  he  dur.si  nil  bring  a 
railing  aeciisaiion  against  those  in  power.

“  The  doctrine  of  universal  salvation  is  produc¬ 
tive  of  immorality,  and  leads  its  bt  lievers  into  all 
mannerof  abominations,  licentiousness  and  crime ;

reason  for  rriv  opposition  to  it.”  These  were  the 
words  of  a  bliistering  opposcr  to  the  doi-t''ine  of 
God’s  unlimited  grace,  when  reipicsii  d  to  give 
some  rettson  liir  his  opposition.  And  thus  vve  arc 
told  by  tilmost  every  op]>oser ;  from  the  long-visa¬ 
ged  J).  1).,  down  to  the  most  hunihle  devotee  that 
olliciales  ahotit  the  tahernacle :  and  they  tell  us 
tiHi,  with  a  dignified  appetir.ance  of  candor  and 
honesty,  which  might  letid  an  observer  to  suppose, 
that  /irefs  warranted  tiie  assertion.  Lnt  let  ns  ex¬ 
amine  for  a  moment.  Our  blessed  Redc-emer 
while  on  etirth,  gave  us  the  liillowing  rule  to  judge 
concerning  the  giMid  or  bad  ipialities  of  a  tree  ;  “  Yc 
shall  know  them  hy  their  fruits.  good  tree  cannot 
bring  liirth  evil  fruit;  neither  can  a  corriijit  tree 
hriiig  forth  giKid  fiuit.

l. .CI  IIS  apply  this  rule  to  the  subject  imdi  r  i  onside- 
ration.  ’J’lnit  “  immorality,  licentiousness,  crime 
and  all  manner  of  abominations” — art  “evil  fruits,” 
no  one  will  iiuesticn  :  and  if  they  are  rertiiinl^ 

!'  hiioini  to  he  the  true  and  legitimate  fruit  ot  the  tree 
Cnirersiillsni,  then  accoiiiing  to  uur  Saviour’s  rule, 
we  must  admit  that  the  tree  is  a  cormyt  one.  In 
order  to  come  to  a  correct  (onclusion  on  this  point, 
let  ns  refer  to  the  history  of  jiast  times  for  inlorma- 
tioii.  Did  those  who  propagattd  their  niigion  in 
days  that  .are  past  in  Asia  by  means  of  fire  and 
sword,  believe  that  (.bid  will  have  till  im  ii  to  he 
'  saved,  and  come  imlo  the  know  ledge  of  the  truth”  ? 

Were  those  who  cruciHcd  the  “  Lord  of  glorv”  be- 
i  lievers  in  the  doctrine  of  utiiversal  holiness  ?  Who 
inslitiitid  and  I'riicticrd  the  hcHisli  ci  nelties  of  the 
.Spanish  linpiisitioti,  inihiuing  their  guilty  hands, 

;  in  iha  iimoeent  irlood  of  thousands  of  tlie  unlbrtn- 
iKite  and  helpless  victims  of  liicif  infr  rn;.!  rage  ? 

I  Did  lilt  tf  believe  the.l  “  God  is  good  mao  uU,  arid 
j  th.-it  his  tender  mercies  .•ire  ov  cr  «// his  works”  ? 
Who  dragged  to  prison  and  to  diaith.thc  jirimitive 
helievers  of  Christianity  ? — were  they  Univers.a- 
lists?  No. — No. —  Not  ('tie  ol'  these  interrogations 
can  be  aiiswerrd  in  the  tillirmative.  This  “evil 
fruit,”  therel'orc,  catmot  be  n.-sciibed  to  the  tree  ol' 
Cnirtisiilisni ;  for  all  these  were  helievers  in  the 
doctrine  t>f  endless  ntiseri/! 

If  this  ex.imitiation  is  not  cncugh,  k  t  us  come 
down  to  onr  own  (hay :  let  us  examine  the  peni¬

JiUstly.  According  to  the  foregoing illust ration, 
it  may  be  asked,  why  durst  not  our  Lord  bring 
against  the  high  prii  st  a  riiiling  accusatiyii  ?

M  hen  they  see  from  plain  facts, 
that  its  fruit  is  not  evil,  why  continue  to  assert  that 
the  hce  is  rorrnjit  f  If,  uj’on  a  fair  and  <  andid  ex¬ 
amination.  iii’o  the  slate  of  things  as  they  even 
have  been,  and  still  arc  ;  wi'  find  that  a  rtt  i/  fireal 
majority  of  those  whose  crimes  and  wickedne.ss 
have  rendered  them  a  cur>e  and  a  scourge  to 
our  land,  were  believers  in,  and  advocates  of 
that  most  horrid  and  inconsistent  dogma  of  end¬ 
less  misery,  why  not  “  render  to  Csc.sar  the  things 
llial  are  Ctesar’s” — and  conclude  that,  as  the  fruit 
of  the  tree  of  endless  misery  is  altogether  evil :  the 
tree  must  according  to  our  Saviour’s  rule,  be  a  ior~ 
rvpt  tree.  “  I  speak  as  unto  udse  men  :  judge

I  iiiive  been  repeatedly  retpiested  to  pnl;li>h  an  arttrk* 
nr  artieles  on  capital  piinisliineiiN.  But  they  are  so  in¬ 
terwoven  with  the  principles  of  our  ct  iniinal  legislathui 
generally,  as  well  as  o|)po.-ed  to  the  prineijiles  of  tllc 
('hristian  religion  in  i's  purity,  that  I  have  felt  ton  deeply 
iny  intoinpeUnicy  to  do  aniph;  jnstiee  In  the  sidiject,  and 
have,  besides,  an  aversion  as  a  clergt  man  to  interfere 
with  what  may  he  deemed  the  .sole  Imsiaess  of  the  legis¬ 
lator.  The  following,  however,  is  so  jteriineiit,  and  so 
ably  exposes  the  delects  of  onr  present  system  of  puii- 
is!iing.  that  I  givt;  it  with  pleasure.  True,  in  many 
eases,  as  Mr.  Combe  elsewhere  oh.setves,  this  country 
has  made  punishments  more  what  they  ought  to  he,  tiuin 
they  are  in  Knrope;  hut  too  generally,  we  yet  piitil.-b  on 
uniiiiol,  instead  of  human  or  ilirine  principles.

M:in  possesses  the  same  animal  ])rcpcusities  tiu 
llmsc  of  the  lower  creatures,  and  under  their  insti¬ 
gation,  he  inflicts,  punishment  on  princi|)l('s  pre¬ 
cisely  analogous  to  those  under  whit  h  they  chas¬ 
tise.  Indeed,  it  is  curious  to  remark,  that  hither¬ 
to  the  criminal  laws,  even  of  the  most  trivilizcd  na¬ 
tions,  have  been  framed  on  the  princi|)les  of  ani- 
iiuil  punishtnent  exclusively.  A  thief,  for  exaiit- 
plc,  breaks  into  a  dwelling-house  and  sit'als,  Tli« 
relleciing  faculties  are  employed  to  discover  tlw 
ofl'endcr,  and  find  evidence  of  ihcofleiice.  Judg*** 
and  juries  assemble  to  determine  whether  tin 
evidence  is  siiflicicnt;  and  if  ll  “y  find  it  to  he  so, 
the  (dlcnder  isonlcred  to  be  banished,  imjirisonetl, 
or  hanged.  We  are  apt  to  iimigine  that  there  is 
something  moral  in  the  trial.  But  the  sole  object 
of  it  is  to  asct'rtain  that  a  crime  Inis  been  comaiU- 
icd,  and  that  the  accused  is  the  rcjtl  ollcnder.  Tlsu 
dog  and  cock  make  e(|ually  certain  of  both  points; 
because  they  never  punish  cxt  ej)l  when  the  indi¬ 
vidual  is  caught  ill  the  ollence.  Guilt  being  as¬ 
certained,  and  the  oflender  identified,  the  dog 
shakes  and  worries  him,  and  then  lets  him  go; 
while  man  scourges  his  hack,  or  makes  hint  iiiounl 
the  steps  of  a  tread-  mill,  and  then  lui  ns  him  adritu 
If  the  otfender  hasheen  very  presumptuous  ar^l 
pertinacious  in  his  aggression,  the  dog  sometimes, 
although  rtirely,  throttles  him  outrigiii;  and  man, 
in  similar  circumstances,  very  generally  strangle* 
him  with  a  rope,  or  cuts  off  his  head.  The  dog, 
in  his  proceeding,  makes  no  in(|uiry  into  tlia 
<  auses  which  led  to  the  crime,  or  into  the  cons«- 
(p.ienccs,  upon  the  oflender,  of  the  punishment 
which  he  inflicts.  In  this  also  he  is  imitated  by 
the  human  race.  Man  inflicts  his  vengeance  with 
as  little  in(|uiry  into  the  causes  w  hich  led  It)  the 
oflenee, — anil,  except  when  he  puts  him  to  death, 
he  turns  the  culprit  adrift  upon  the  world  after  It* 
has  undergone  his  punishment,  with  as  little  tott- 
eern  about  what  shall  next  befall  him  os  is  shown 
by  his  canine  prototype.  The  dog  acts  in  thbt 
manner,  because  he  is  inspired  by  animal  proper»- 
sities,  and  higher  faculties  have  been  denied  him.

criminal  legislation. 

The  animal  punishment  is  not  without  advan¬ 
tage  even  in  the  case  of  man,  although  it  is  far 
short,  in  this  respect,  of  what  he  might  obtain  by 
following  the  guidance  of  his  tnoral  sentiments  and 
enlightened  intellect.  Man  as  a  mere  animal 
could  not  exist  in  society,  unless  some  check  wexe 
instituted  against  abuses  of  the  propensities;  and

The  term,  deism,  is  coinaioniy  applied  to  mean  liiose 
vho  believe  in  a  supreme  Ueing,  hut  reject  Christianity. 
As  the  only  .sy.<leui  of  theism  which  is  especially  worthy  ' 
nf  notice;  and  next  in  ptirily  and  cerreclness,  peilia|is,  j 
to  the  fiilh  of  the  eiiligliletied  Christian  theisl ;  deism  . 
claims  our  present  notice.  \or  are  its  advocates  few  in 
numbers.  Many  nf  the  .so-termed  Heathen,  the  .M.ihoni- ' 
medaiis,  and  the  deists  of  ('hristian  lands,  all  may  pro- ' 
pcriy  he  ckissed  under  this  general  head.  l>ui  confining  ' 
ourselves  to  tho.se  who  reject  revelation,  the  rpiestion 
arises — W'hich  shall  we  receive,  (Jod  as  revealed  in  na¬ 
ture  alone,  or  Cod  as  revealed  in  nature  tind  revelation 
combined  ?  For  “  there  he  many  that  say.  Who  will 
show  us  any  good”  in  believing  in  (’hristianily  ? 

■And  here  let  it  he  remetnhered  that  Christians  have  all 
the  beauty,  and  file,  and  light  that  iiatnii*  can  yield  to  our 
deistical  brethren,  in  addition  to  what  revelation  yields.  ; 
We  give  up  notiiing  good  in  nature’s  lessons,  ntore  than 
they.  And  in  addition  to  all  tiiey  can  derive  from  nature, 
vve  derivi;  mnch  that  is  inv  :Uuli!e  troin  lev  elation.  The 
religion  taught  hy  nature  has  hecn  eomparetl  to  the  natn- 
lal  eye — that  taught  hy  the  IJihle  to  the  teleseope.  'I'iie  i 
unaided  sight  reveals  to  ns  the  moon  and  planets,  it  is 
true,  hut  it  is  only  hy  aid  of  tlie  tele.«;ope  we  perceive  ! 
iheir  full  glory,  extent,  magnitude,  and  prohahle  cap, a-!

goodness,  but  it  is  only  hy  revelation  that  we  can  learn  that  j 
he  is  an  infinitely  glorious  moral  being — wiiose  name  and  ' 
nature  are  love— wliose  mode  of  existence  is  nnivcrsallv 
spiritual— whose  designs  omhrace  the  ii  ippine.s.s  of  his 
creatures  for  the  promotion  of  his  glory— licit  he  is  the 
I  ather  of  onr  spirits,  and  designs  making  ms  nniversallv 
lioly  and  happy  in  a  state  of  existence  which  is  pure,  spi¬ 
ritual  and  lasting  as  his  own.
